Post Office 


Site Selection 
Anticipated 


Selection of a site for a new 
Upland post office building is 
expected to be one of the 
events of community wide in- 
terest early this year. 

It has been known for six 
months that the current lease 
on the present postal building 
would not be renewed due to 
the postal department’s plan to 
provide the community with a 
new, larger building. Since 
then, Postmaster Roy A. Ray 
has been assured a new struc- 
ture would be available by 
Feb. 1, 1959, 

Selection of a site is one of 
the first steps in the proced- 
ure in the construction pro- 
gram. Mr. Ray expects an ex- 
ecutive of the department's 
real estate office will be in 
Upland at an early date and 
post notices to the effect that 
sites are sought. 

In consultation with citizens, 
it is expected postal officials 
will select the new location 
and then call for bids for con- 
struction of the new post of- 
fice. The new structure is to 
be privately owned and leased 
to the government, according 
to Mr. Ray.

1958 To See Major Changes 


In Foothill Communities 


What's ahead for the foothill communities during 
1958? 


Steady development with major improvements is 
very likely. 


Previous forecasts for rapid expansion are today 
somewhat dimmed. The fact that no applications for 
major subdivisions have been filed in the Upland city 
hall for several months is one definite indication the 
demand for new houses has tapered off. This is differ- 
ent than the situation in recent years when the munici- 
pal engineering and building departments were rushed 
with applications from prospective builders. 


We hasten to emphasize that on a very solid basis, 
all of us can look to the future of “steady development.” 
as contrasted with rapid development. 


Upland and the other foothill communities have 


built solidily, rather than on an easy, flimsy foundation. 
Residents here in general cre untouched by the slight 
economic readjustment that is occuring elsewhere. 


In general, it is likely 1958 will see the realization 
of several major developments in Upland and the 
Chatfey schoo! district, such as; 


1. Actual realization of the downtown parking dis- 
trict with establishment of three off-street parking lots. 

2. Authorization for a new crossing over the Santa 
Fe at Second Ave. 


3. Actual construction of a new campus for Chaffey 
college on a hillside site between Alta Loma and Eti- 
wanda. 


4. Construction of at least one majer new store 
building and perhaps others in downtown Upland and 
on Foothill Blvd. 


§. Actual construction of a new building for the 
Upland post office, with a new site to be selected at 
an early date. 


6. Establishment of new industries in Cucamonga’s 
industrial center on Ninth St. and elsewhere in this area. 


This list could be expanded but in general it gives 
an idea of continued development. In fact, Upland is 
scheduled to experience greater major changes dur- 
ing this year than during 1957. 


This year is also election year, locally, in ihe 
county and in the state. 


Three places are to be filled on the city council, 
with the election coming in April. Terms expiring are 
those held by Mayor Donald Carr, Robt. Thrall and 
Abner Haldeman. 


County-wide the election of a supervisor from this 
area is of paramount interest. At the same time, there 
will be primaries for assemblyman from this district as 
well as state senator, in addition to the primaries for 
govemor and ‘the other state offices. 


All in all, it is going to be a very busy year for 
residents of the foothill communities.
